Thank you for your letters of June 27 and August 2005 and your 
observations and views relating to the position of ethnic Albanians in 
Montenegro, which was the subject of our communication in late 2003 and 
early 2004.1 am grateful for your attention and the time that you have taken 
addressing issues relevant for democratic development of Montenegro. 

Given your prominent position in advocating creation of conditions 
conducive to a better life of members of all peoples across the world, I ivish 
to assure you that the Government I lead is constantly focused on promoting 
human and minority rights. We are conscious that any democracy shall be 
judged according to its ability to give all an equal opportunity, an 
opportunity to actively participate in social, economic, cultural and political 
life and contribute to development enriching the lives of all. Therefore, full 
respect of human and minority rights and liberties is inseparable from the 
achievement of the strategic goal of Montenegro - full integration in the EU 
and Euro-Atlantic structures. On this road, an important test of our maturity 
and the measure of our success will be concrete results achieved in the field 
of human and minority rights. 
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I hope that 1 am not being presumptuous if I say that it is inJmproving the 
standards of all the citizens and of human and minority rights that we have* ' 
achieved significant progress over the past period. A confirmation of this is 
contained in the regular reports of the monitoring mission of the Council of 
Europe, as well as of other relevant international institutioiis. A lot, of 
course, still remains to be done and improved in the next phases of the 
Montenegrin Euro-Atlantic integration. 

In regard of your concern relating to the status of Tuzi, allow me to 
imderline several, in my view, relevant facts: 

- An integral part of the public administration reform is enhancing the 
capacity of and further developing local self-government. This is 
envisaged through delimitation of competences, introduction and 
devolution of new functions to the local self-government, development of 
the local community financing system etc. 

- Under the Constitution of the Republic of Montenegro we are obliged to 
adopt a separate Law on the Capital City. The proposed Bill regulates the 
legal po.sition and organisation of the Capital City, as well as the manner 
of fimctioning of local self-government in Podgorica as the 
administrative centre of the Republic of Montenegro. We consider the 
soIution.s proposed a major headway in developing the system of local 
self-government, since they envisage decentralization of the affairs of the 
Capital City and at the same time democratic participation of citizens in 
managing the affairs in the area of Tuzi. This urban municipality would 
conduct specific public affairs stipulated by the Law. It would have its 
own bodies - representative, executive and administrative, with hill 
responsibility for their functioning. It would also have its sources of 
financing, from taxes, dues, charges, etc, 

- Given the economic and overall potential that the area of Tuzi has, we 
believe that in this development phase the solutions proposed will create 
conditions conducive to demonstrating in the period ahead the capacity of 
Tuzi for taking over the responsibility for autonomous conduct of some 
public affairs and their financing from own funds. If such capacity and 
economic viability of this area are confirmed in accordance with the 
criteria and the procedure envisaged by the Law on Territorial 
Organization, which is in the pipeline, legal prerequisites would be in 
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place for the, establishment of an autonomous municipality. Let me say 
that under the proposed Law on the Capital City the area of Golubovcr 
will also be organized as an urban municipality. 

Namely, the issue of establishment of new municipalities would, for the 
first time, be regulated in a comprehensive fashion by a separate Law on 
Territorial Organization of the Republic. Our legal system did not in the 
past regulate issues relating to the conditions, criteria and procedures for 
establishing municipalities, including the issue of economic viability and 
capacity of a municipality to provide basic services to the citizens like 
water supply, public dumps and other public utilities, as well as public 
transport. Renowned domestic and international experts took part in 
preparing this law, while political parties and professional associations 
were consulted and thorough public debates were held. Its passage will 
create legal prerequisites for establishment of new municipalities and all 
the requests will be processed in accordance with the Law. 

With regard to the resources that the Government is allocating for the 
communities with an ethnic Albanian majority, I think that over the past few 
years considerable funds have been invested in this area. Let me Just 
mention that the downtown Tuzi has been spruced up, the water supply 
system for Miljes and Tuzi has been expanded, while the construction of a 
water supply system at Dinosa has started, over 80 km of roads have been 
asphalted, three school buildings have been upgraded (Dinosa, Vuksanlekaj 
and Sukruc). Community centres in Tuzi and Zatrijebac are now operative. 
Works are well under way for a new elementaiy school building in Tuzi, 
which should be completed by April-May next year. Also, with the 
assistance of the USAID, a sports stadium is being built in Tuzi, which 
represents a major investment. As you may know, all the villages are linked 
by asphalted roads and electrified. Also, all the villages in the lowland area 
have been connected to the telephone network, while the so-called rural 
telephone system has been installed for the mountainous area. Action has 
been taken to ensure before long an adequate water supply for the whole 
region. 

With regard to the problem of the city rubbish dump, it is true that it is 
located somewhere between Podgorica and the village of Dinosa (closer to 
the city). This is a problem for which the local government of Podgorica 
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wants to find a state-of-the-art solution and is already taking action to ensure 
this. 

With regard to military testing ranges in this area, please bear in mind that 
these came to be located here in a much earlier period. However, within the 
scope of ongoing activities to reform the array these facilities will very soon 
even formally be closed down. 

Other issues related to restitution of land are being resolved in conformity 
with the laws passed by the Assembly of Montenegro - the Agricultural 
Land Restitution Law and the Restitution Law. 

With regard to Ulcinj, it is organized as a municipality and in all respects, 
including di.stribution of earnings from tourism and is treated by the 
Government exactly like other municipalities. I would say that the 
Government is giving Ulcinj an even greater attention in view of its 
exceptional natural attractions and tourist potential owing to which it ranks - 
I hope I am not presumptuous to say this - among the most attractive 
European and world tourist locations. On this basis and together with 
reputable foreign partners we have elaborated a tourist development Master 
Plan for this area. This is being taken into account in the course of the 
ongoing proce.ss of tourist industry privatisation, which we are now drawing 
to a close. 

Of course, just as for all of Montenegro, tackling the infrastructure, its 
upgrading and development are prerequisites for making full use of the 
tourist potential. We have completed several infrastructure projects of 
capital importance, like the Sozina Tunnel, which is linking safely and 
efficiently the central part of Montenegro with the Coast, in particular the 
area of Bar and Ulcinj, and we have managed to link up with regional and 
international corridors, which will be stimulating for development of 
communications in general and development of business and investment in 
particular. 

Also, within our means we are making efforts to resolve the problems of 
local infrastructure. Since your last visit to Montenegro a new, modem 
boulevard leading to the Velika Plaza has been built in Ulcinj and the 
Community Centre and the Maternity Hospital have started operating. 
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Activities aimed at improving water supply are under way, along with those 
tackling the municipal waste and sewage issue. 

I share your view of the need to further strengthen the representation of 
Albanians and other minority peoples in public administration. I think that 
the results are evident. Specifically, representation of Albanians in the local 
government bodies in Ulcinj exceeds their share in the population. 

Besides, I believe that it is very important that a year ago, with the assistance 
of the US Government, we have inaugurated the first faculty in the Albanian 
language. 

As I have stressed, the Government of Montenegro is aware that the position 
and rights of minority peoples are the measure of democracy. One of the 
tasks of the Ministry for Protection of Rights of Members of National and 
Ethnic Group.s, which the Government set up in 1998, is to work on a 
strategy ensuring full integration of minority peoples into the social life, 
while preserving and enhancing their national and cultural individuality and 
identity and promoting their legal rights and freedoms. 

Thanks to the traditionally good interethnic relations - a situation recognized 
by international organizations including UN, OSCE and Council of Europe - 
and efforts of all the state institutions, Montenegro lives in good multiethnic 
and multi-religious harmony. This was vital for preserving peace in 
Montenegro when this part of the Balkans was tom by the most serious 
conflicts in modem international history. In those years Montenegro 
provided a safe haven for displaced persons, regardless of their faith or 
ethnicity. Montenegro was perhaps the only part of the Balkans that is 
demonstrating again and again that multiethnic democracy is feasible. This 
is also corroborated by the fact that in democratic elections held so far in 
Montenegro members of minority peoples mostly voted for civic parties and 
their political programmes, such as the Democratic Party of Socialists that I 
lead. 

I wish to in form you that all these issues have been the topic of a number of 
useful meetings with members of the US Senate and House of 
Representatives during their visits to Montenegro. We have welcomed the 
initiative to continue our dialogue in greater detail and our partnership 
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cooperation at a meeting to be lieltl in your country. Your personal effort 
towards realization of this initiative would be much appreciaterh 

1 also wish to take this opportunity to invite you to visit Montenegro as our 
guest at a time of your convenience. Tiiis would provide an occasion for you 
to get acquainted in greater detail with all the activities that we are taking 
with a view to continuously promoting the position and rights of Albanians 
and other minority peoples. 

1 hope that I have, if only partly, answered your questions and I look forward 
to our future contacts and our cooperation.
